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God's Revenge againſs Murther : 


N Wedneſday the 8th of September. 167 5. 
() Sir Rich: Sandford and Captain George Hiltor: 
went into Sorthwarke about Bufineſs , and Re- 
turning to take water at the Beare at the Bridge- 
foot, being at the water ſide, they went into a Little Room, 
and called for a bottle, of Wine, and before it was out, 
there came two or three boats full of Gentlemen, who 
landed at the Beare ſtares, ſeveral of whom were of Capt. 
Hiltons acquaintance, who ( ſeeing him, ) called him, and 
asked him how he did, upon which Sir Richard anne +ec74 4 
to one of them, the Gentlemen all going into a room cloſe 
by that, which Sir Richard and Capt. Hilton were in &%c. 
Making a Boul of| Punch, ſeyeral of them came to Sir 
Richard and Capt. Hiltoz, and deſired them to come into 
their Room, and to taſt their Liquor ;z but it being a 
Drink, that neither Sir Richard , nor Capt. Hilton did like, 
Sir Rzchard called for a Bottle of Wine, and ſtaying a Little 
While with them, one of the Company hearing Sir Richard's 
name, took acquaintance with him upon the account of Sir 
Edward Stradling, but Sir Richard's occaftions calling him 
away, ( having appointad Buſineſs in Fleet-ſtreet ) he de- 
fired to know where he might meet with that Gentleman 
and one friend more in the Evening, that then they might 
in a Glaſs of Wine Remember Sir Edward Stradling, and 


they agreed to meet at 4he ſigne of the George in White-

Fryazs, Then Sir Richard, and Capt, Hilton took leave 
of the Company and went a bout their concerns, and at 
the time appointed they came to the George, and preſently 
after them, came one Henry Symbal ( who had been of the 
former Company) but a man altogether unknown either 
to Sir Richard, or Capt, Hilton , nor ever ſeen by either 
of them before that day ) and with him one William Fones, 
another of the former Company, altogether a ſtranger to 
Sir Richard, but had ſome accquaintance with Capt. Hiltor, 
theſe two enquired for the Gentlemen , which Sir Richard 
had appointed to meet him there, and wereſhowed up into 
the Room where Sir Richard, and Capt. Hilton were ; Im- 
meadiately after whom came the Gentleman, and his fitend- 
whom Sir Richard had appointed to meet, and ſtayed two 
hours, then Sir xzchard called for a reckoning (* which 
being paid ) the Gentleman and his friend went away, 
The reſt ſtayed to drink a bottle of Wine, then upon the 
table, and paid for .in the reckning, they being gone, Jones 
asked Hilton for Box and Dice, who anſwered that he 
never played, and ſo had no occaſion to carry any, where- 
upon Jones replyed, your Brother Johz oweth me Forty 
eight Shillings, Do you pay it mee?and upon Hiltons re- 
fuſal Foxes threatned him , and came from Threats to Blows, 
and ſtruck. him with a Caine, and fo they fel a ſcufling, 
Sir Richard going to part them , Syzbal layd hold on him, 
and would not ſuffer him- to do it z then Sir Richard went 
to the ſtairs head to call ſome of the Houſe to part them 3 
but Syzzbal-Drew his Sword and ſtood in the door of the 
Chamber and would ſuffer none to go in, the Candles be- 
ing out, Sir Richard called for more, a fervant-maid com- 
ing up with them ſaw Hiltoz down upon the fluwer, and 

| Fores upon him Beating him, and Sir Richard and $ymbal 
ſtanding with their . Swords drawn, and Sir Rich d faſt 
hold of Symbals Sword hand, and Sywbal faſt hold of his,

Sir Richard ſtriving to go to part Hiltox and Fones, 
and the other endeavouring to keep him from dojng it, but 
a Conſtable being called, Jones let Hiltoz riſe, and fo when 
they were parted, Sir Richard and Hilton went down 
ſtairs, and Sir Richard went quite out of the doors, but Foxes 
laid hold of Hilton, as he was going out, and ſaid he would 
make-him pay for Glaſſes that were Broke in the ſcuffel, 
and fo ſtopping of him, Sir Richard came back to ſee why 
he ſtayed, and taking Hilton by the hand, they went a 
. way together, leaving Symbal and Foxes in the Tavern , 
and when Sir Richard and Hiltoz were gone, Jones ſwore 
Dam him, he would do both their Buſineſs that night. And 
having got two more of their Comrades to them, they im- 
mediatly perſued Sir Richard and Hiltox, that were going 
down towards the water fide, to take Boat, who hearing 
ſome follow them very faſt, apprehending that it mighe 
be Sywbal and Jones, with their Comrades whom Hiltor 
faw in the Tavern before he came forth of it 5 they ſept 
into a little alley to avoide them , but Symbal perfning 
them cloſer then the reſt, Diſcovering them , called to Forres, 
and faid, They are here: fo ſending their Comrades a little 
before them down the Street, they came to the Alley-end 5 
which Sir Rzchard and Hiltor: ſeeing, leaſt they ſhould be 
{et upon 1m the ftreight-Alley, made haſt to come forth in- 
to the ſtreet, 89-tbal ftanding at the Corner in the dark, 
as Sir Richard came forth, ran his Sword into his Left 
{ide,under the ſhort Ribs,up into the ſtomach and thorough 
the midriffe into the Back-bone, from which he could ſcarce 
pull it back again, faying wil't pay the Eight and forty 
ſhillings or not? at the ſame time Joes, with his Sword 
drawn, made at FHilto, and ſaid this is my man,piving him 
feveral Cuts over the head, Sir Richard's Sword being in 
his ſcabbard, ke ſtepping back to draw, ſtaggered, and aid, 


IT am ſlain, at which Jones looking about, gave Hilton

time to draw his Sword, Sir Rzchard at the ſame time draws 
ing, endeayoured to defend himſelf, but having Received 
one wound .more 1n his right (ide, and another in his 
right ſhoulder, and his Caul comeing forth at his wound 


' he had Received on his left ſide, he not being able to 


ſtand any longer, ſtaggered bewixt Symbal and Fores; and 
then Sy-bal Joyned with Jozes againſt Hilton, and theirtwo 
Comrades ("that were going from them) hearing the noile, 
one of them came, and laid hold of Hiltows Sword-hand, at 
which time Sy-2bal run Hilton through his Left fide, into 
his Lungs, then both Symbal and Fores with their Com- 
rades fled ; this was done betwixt nine and ten of the Clock 
in the evening. And Sir Richard Lived in Great Torment, 


untill almoſt ten of the Clock the next gs. And 


finding it Impoſſible, for him to ſurvive, he declared to 
the Proſecutor, and to ſeveral others, that he Received that 
wound in his left fide, ( which was his mortal wound.) from 
Symbal, and that he gave him it unawars, when his Sword 
was in his ſcabbard at his fide, and without any. manner 
of Provocation. Sir Richard being dead, and the Coroner 
being ſent for, Bound a Gentleman a friend of Sir Richards, 
who was, with him when he Died, to make Proſecution, 
and ſummoning a Jury, the inqueſt found it Murther in 
Symbaland Jones Aiding, Aſſiſting, Abetting, Concurring and 
Comforting in the ſaid Murther. Whilſt the Coroners In- 
queſt was ſitting, the Proſecutor came into one of the rooms 
of the Houſe, where they were to ſpeak with ſome of the 
witneſſes,he met there with one that he neyer had ſeen before, 
and fancied that it might be one of Sir Richards Murtherers, 
and going to take a ſtri& view of him, the party ſeemd to.be 
ſhie of him, it Confirmed him in his opinion that it muſt 
be one ofthe four that perſued Sir Richard and Hilton, after their 
going out of the Tavern, and the Proſecutor going to ſpeak 
with a Gentleman in the room, could not forear obſerving 

: | | tne. 
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the ſtranger, who took the opportunity of the ſlipping down 
ſtairs, when he ſaw the Proſecutor bulie, which he ſeeing, fol- 
lowed, and comeing to him, deſired to know his name, but he 
denying to tell it the Proſecutor, ſeiſed him, and ſecured 
him, and knowing that ſome in the houfe did know if he were 
one of the four Perſuers, had two Examined upon oath, who 
" both confeſſed they did know him, and that he was one of 
them, after which he confeſt it himſelf, and that he was the 
man that held Hiltoz by the Sword-hand, when Sybal gave 
him the wound in his left ſide. Then the Proſecutor made it his 
Buſineſs to find out the reſt of the Murtherers, and being in 
St. James's Parke, conſidering with himſelf, what courſe was 
beſt to be taken for the Apprehending them, immediately he 
eſpyed comeing into the Park,feveral perſons which he knew 
to be Joe's Companions, upon ſight of whom, it came into - 
his mind;that ſeveral of theſe being neceſſitous,it was probable 
that fora ſum of money fome.of them would diſcover to him 
where the Murtherers were, or at leaſt tell them his Propofals; 
and hoped it might chance to fright them outof the Town,and 
then he did believe, that he ſhould have them taken, Being 
much moved with this Perſwaſion, he ſtepd in amongſt them, . 
and openly declared that he was the Proſecutor of Symbal ana 
Jones, and that he would give Ten pounds Reward to an 
that would ſecure 8ymbal or Jones, and Twenty pounds 
for the ſecuring of them both, or to any that would inform 
him where they were, and afliſt him in the ſecuring of them; 
that he did intend to publiſh this reward in thenext Gazette; 
The next day ſeveral came,and promiſed the Proſecutor,that 
if he would get the Lord Chiete Juſtice his Warrant,he ſhould 
have the Murtherers ſecured, for the Reward promiſed ; upon 
which, the Chief Juſtic not being in Town, he procured a 
Warrant from one of the Judges of the Kings-Bench; and 
ſo meeting the perſons at the place appointed, upon

nothing but Air, and he leaning upon his Arm to conſider 
of the matter, immediately thought with himſelf the Mur- 
therers were certainly fled, and that theſe people were ſer 
on work with defign to Amuze him, and cauſe him to 
ſpend his time and money whileſt the Murtherers might 
- the more eaſily make their eſcape, he leaving a Friend or 
tivo with them to keep them Company, fancying that if the 
Murtherers were gone, a Gentleman of his acquaintance 
muſt know of their going, and be inſtrumentel in affiſting 
' them to make their eſcape; both which Suggeilions proved 
true, though it was done without any other ground but 
his own Imagination. So going to enquire after that Gen- 
tleman, he chanced into a Houſe where the Murtherers 
Lodged that very night they had committed the Fat, where 
he was told, That Symbal had received a wound in his Breaſt, 
(by knowledg of which, they were at Wallingford dif- 
covered to the Perſuer) He meeting with the Gentle- 
man whom he went to look after, charged him poſitively 
with his affiſting the Murtherers in making their Eſcape, 
which though the Gentleman denied at firſt, yet after ſome 
- time he ſaid they were gone, and that he'had helped them 
away : The Proſecutor asked him which way they were 
gone, ſaying he reſolved to follow them; the other An- 
{wered him that he had hired them an Oyſter Veſſel at 
Billing ſzate ( forten Guineas) to carry them to Callzs, and 
that they ſet Sail on Monday Morning betwixt four and 
five a Clock, and that he ſee them down the River, and ſaid 
he hoped they were in Fraxce by that time, which he ſaid 
to deceive the Proſecutor, that he might look no more af- 
ter them. But the Proſecutor, as it were by Inſpiration, 
fuſpeting the Truth of this plauſible Story , which moſt 
men would have been-fatisfied withal, told him perempto- 
rily that he knew they were not gone that way, but over 


Land, and that if he would not Diſcover the Truth to wm 
e 
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he would take him before a Magiſtrate and Charge him 
with the Faq: and when he ſaw there was nothing but a 
Priſon for him, if he did not confeſs the Truth, rather than 
go to Newgate, he did acknowledg what he had ſaidwas 
falſe, and that he did it on purpoſe to cauſe the Profe- 
cutor to forbear further Search , and that he did believe 
they were fled into the Country, but whither he knew not, 
for he left them at a Tavern on Sunday night in a great 
fear leſt they ſhould be diſcovered to the Proſecutor, who 
had promiſed ſuch a Reward for the Apprehending of them. 
And fo the Proſecutor, fatisfied with this, took the Gentle- 
man along with him, and went to the Tavern where they 
were on Sunday night, and that he might the better inform 
himſelf, he pretended co be $y-bals Uncle, a Brewer, which 
he did, leaſt they knowing him to be the Proſecutor,ſhould 
not diſcover the Truth to him, and enquiring for the Ma- 
ſter of the Houſe, he not being within, asked for his 
Wife, and told her that his name was $Syzbal, and that he 
was Uncle to that unfortunate young man, who it was ſaid 
bad killed the Perſon of Quality in White Friars on Wed- 
neſday laſt at night, and that he had an account that Mr. 
Francs, the Maſter of that houſe, had been very civil to his 


'Nephew and his Comrade, and had afliſted them to make 


their Eſcape, the particulars whereof he was came to be a+ 
tisfied in from his own mouth, that he might better be able 


.to acknowledg and gratifie the kindneſs done, for faid he if 


they be taken they are dead men. Upon which the Gentlewo- 
man Replied, We hear indeed that the Proſecutor is a very ſevere 
man, and will follow them very cloſe, but T hope they are now 
out of his way, for mz Husband hired them a Coach and went 
with them to Barnet, and ibere ſold them a Mare, and hired thens 
iwo Horſes and a Guide : But the Proſecutor asking which 
way they went from Barzct. ſhe Aniwered ſhe did not know, 


but ber Husband would be within preſently, who would

pive a better account : The Proſecutor ſitting down, -ex- 
petting the Maſter of the Houſes return; and ſtaying there 
Till ten-of the Clock at Night. and the other not coming 
home, he was dire&ed to go to the Sign of the Ship in the 
Old-Baily,and there the Proſecutor being known, was neceſhi- 
'rated to take his own name again, for finding Francis there, 
and being informed that he had beenthat day with Symba! 
the Brewer, receiving money for the Mare that he had ſold 
the Murtherers,the Proſecutor going in, told Francis who he 
was, and charged him with aflvſting the Murtherers to make 
their eſcape from him, and deſired Fraxcis to let him know 
which way they were gone, that if poſſible he might find ſome 
means to Retrive them 3 but Francis denying that he knew 
any thing of them, and giving the Proſ:cutor ſcurrillous. 
Language, he having neither Warrant nor Conſtable ready, 
' he procured a Coach to be brought to the dore, and for- 
cing Francis into it, took him before a Juſtice of the Peace, 
who making his Aitii-:ns to ſend him- to Newgate, he con- 
feſt his conveying them to Barzet, as is before deſcribed, and 
that they went away from London about four a Clock on 
Monday Morning the tenth day of September , and that at 
Barnet, beſides that they bought of him, they hired two Hor- 
ſes more, and a Guide, for two days Journey outward, with- 
out naming any place they would go to, but gave Security 
for the return of the Guide and Horſes, upon the Thurſday 
night following, and upon the Wedneſday Morning thePro- 
ſecutor went to Barret, and there he was informed that upon 
Monday in the Morning- the Murtherers called at Gibbor, 
near Bel-bar, and enquired for one Cooke , who was lately 
come out of Jreland, and was upon the returning thither 
again, but not meeting with him there, after ſome ſtay at 
the Sign of the Zell at Bel-bar, they proceeded on their 
Journey, and went to Hatfield, and fo to Welling, and then 
croſſed the Countrey to Dwrſiable, and kept that —_—

til they care to the Gibbit, two miles beyond Ferny-Strat- 
Ford, and then left that Road, croſling the Country went 
through #hedden-chace to a little Town called Horrod, and 
from thence to Thewe, and ſo to. Wallingford, where they 
were Apprehended, and at firſt denied- their names; but 
the Perfoer telling Symbal, that if he was not wounded in 
ſuch a place, viz, in the Breaſt, then he was not the man he 
did look after, and going to ſearch for the Wound, Syx:- 
bel did acknowledg he was the man, and confeſſed the FaQt; - 
from thence they were ſent to Keadirg-Goa), and by Ha- 
; beas Corpus removed to Newgate, London. 

It is worth Obſervation how they did croſs the Roads, 
one while as if they deſigned for the North, going that 
Road two Miles North of Welling , having pretended, as 
the Proſecutor was informed before he came out of Zondor, 
to go to Stewford, and ſo to Boſtor, and there take Ship- 
. Ping for Holland; but they crofling the Country from Wel- 

love to Dunſtable, as if they deſigned for Weſtcheſter (which - 
ſeemed to the Proſecutor very likely, they having told 
the Vintner that they would ſtay ſome time for Cooke at 
Bel-ber, and theire not only calling at Gibbox to enquire for 
Cook, who baving married a Wife who had been formerly Ser- 
vant there, ſhe being then in 1re/and, her Husband had been 
with her Miſtris and told her that about that time he intended 
to on into Freland, to his wife, but they not finding him there, 
as they expeCed,they weit to the ſign of the Bell at Bell-bar, 
and from thence, ſent ſeveral times to Gzbbex, to Enquire 
for Cooke, ) followed that Road two miles Weſt of Fenney- 
ſtratford, 'then croſling the Country again into the Oxford- 
road, pafled from thence to Wallingford, into thegreat Welt- 
ern-road , and at ſeveral places they made motions of 
leaving the roads they took long betore they left them 3 
© for all this Gods Vengeance did not let them flip, but

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- for providence tho” by a miſinforwation lead hity a'far nearer | 
way to.them, they they werit themſelves, and fo they were - 
Apprehended upon thurſday the 16 of Septewber,beforenoon, 


and had their Tryal,upon Thurſday the fourteenth of OFober 
following at Juſtice-Hal in the Old-Baily London. And there 
:t was proved in Court,that they did begin the Quarrel with- 
out any manner of Provocation, and when the Judge asked 
them, what they could pretend was the cauſe 'of their Qyar-

further ſworn in Court that after Sir Richard and Capt, Hil- 
to: had left the Tavern, Symbal and Jones ſtaying behind, 
having got ſome more of their Comrades to them,did threaten,

in; the dark ſet upon them unawars, Joes falling upon Hiltor,

Sir Richards own mouth, a 
tle before he died, that $9--ba/ came upon him -at unawars, 
when his Sword was in it's ſcabbard' at his fide, and gave 
him his great wound in his left (ide; the ſame was {worn by

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. And: that it. may. not ſeem. ſtrange that I do thus endea- 


 vour to Juſtifie Sir Richard from his lying Tongue,T ſhall 


only-take leave to give. you an account what a fair fighter ' 
he. was,, and ſhall go no further then, the Evidence ſworn” 
m 'Coyrt-upon. the Tryal. Firſt, Hilton» {wore that Sir 
Richard had: his. $ward in his Scabbard when $ywbal gave 
him his mortal Wound, and that when Sir Richard was gone 
that S$z--bal joyned with Janes, who was then fighting with 


 Hilion Cwhich.neither of them did deny ) and that when 


a third: man. came. in ( who'was one of their Comrades ) 
and 1aid..hold on Hilton's Sword-hand, and held him faſt by 
it, 'that he could make no. manner.of defence, That then - 
Symbal came and run him into the left {ide : the perſon 
that held Hilton's Sword-hand confefled it to the Profecyu- 
tor and ſeveral others, and that he called out to Symbal 
to forbear puſhing at Flt, being he had ſecured his. 
Sword, And it was further (worn by another, That upan 
Friday- the third day. of Septewber 1675 ( which was five 
days befare this Murther,was committed.) Sywbal and Jones 
goiog-up: the Street in Whete-Fryers, they met a Gentleman, 
upon whom Foxes drew, and the Gentleman drawing in his. 
defence, Sywbat drew too, and joining with Jores, they both 
(et upon him together; an Houſe-keeper ſtanding at his daar, 
and ſeeing them, did at firſt beheve they were ja jeſt 3 but figd-- 
ing that they had villanouſly ſet upon the Gentleman, he 
took a Half-pike, and joined with the Gentleman, and foreſ- 
cued him from:them 3 and upon his Oath in Court, ſaid, That 
he did believe, that they would have flain the Gentleman, if 
he had not-come to his aſhſtance. Several ather of the hike 
nature I could inſtance in; but having refolved to go no fur- 


ther than the Evidence at Bar, 1 ſhall forbear, and only tell 


you how penitent Sywmbal was for the Murder, when he was 
apprebended at Va/ingford. After ſome demur,. and falſifying 
his name, he did confcls the Fact (as he pretended ) with re-. 
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et, ſaying, That he was heartily ſorry for having ſlain that 
rave,worthy,and valiant Gentleman,Sir Richard Sardford;but 
wiſhed it had been F/torzz For then, ſaid he, I had not cared : 
as if it had not been as well Murder to have ſtab'd Captain 
Hilton baſely, as Sir Richard Sandford. Now that Symbat. 
wasa man who perſiſted in his Murtherpus deſigns,is evident, 
partly by what hath been ſaid before, and likewiſe by a Let» 
ter of his, writ (when in Reading Goal) to a Friend in:Lox- 
don which Letter was produced in Court,. and there pro» 
ved to be his hand, wherein he laments his owrrand his Friend 
Jones's Misfortunes in being impriſoned; and tmputes the 
cauſe *of it to a Gentleman of his. acquaintance, whom: he 
chargeth (though falſly)) to have betrayed them to the Pro- 
ſecutors ; and faith, that he hopes that” he hath ſome friend 
that will piſtol him piſling againſt'the Wall. - For, faith he, 
he deſerves no better. All theſethings being proved, and the 
Murderers having nothing to alledge for themſelves, they be-- 
ing indited both upon the Statute of Stabbing, and at Com- 
mon Law for Murder. The Jury withdrawing (in half a 
uarter of an hour)returned their Verdi&,which was, that they 
nd them both Guilty of both the-Indi&tments, and accot- 
dingly they received Sentence of Condemnation ; and upon: 
Friday the 22 of O&ober they were hanged'upon two Gibbets 
in Flet-SFreet, Symbalat the little Gate of YVbte- Fryers, and 
ones at the great Gate,where they hung, by the Kings ſpecial 
mmand, three hours, and were then taken down, and by 
the Kings Warrant, hung in Chains. Symbal at Seampford- 
£i0 in the road near Totram-Highcroſs. Jones upon Finchly- 
Conmon,betwixt Highgate and Barnet. And here ÞF ſhall Jeave- 
them to bean example toall SpeRators of Gods juſt Judgment 
and Revenge againſt Murder; and give you: an account of 
what is not unworthy your obſervation, how miraculouſly 
the Proſecutor, even by a falſe Information, hapned to fiad 
them, They having left Bel-bar,as is faid before,called > 
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bouſe in H:tfelt Road, at a Lane end, where a way lead ta 
Se. Albans, and asked the way thither, and took that way, as 
if they did intend to go to St. Albays, when out of the fight 
of thoſe people, whom they inquired of, being well acquaint-' 
ed. with: the ways, they-took a little By-lane that leads to 
 Hatfieldand the Proſecutor belicving that they were goneto 
St. Aibaxs (that being the-ready way to YYeſtcheſter, appre- 
hending they were flying for [re/ard_) took that way, and 
often asking at the houſes in- the Lane-.fide, if the people did 
fee ſuch men (deſcribing the perſons) ride that way ; every 
one that he met with (by what dilufion I know not) affirm- 
ed that they ſee them paſs that way upon Monday in the af- 
ternoon; -and ſo all along until he came to St. Albers Town- 
end, where he loſt all manner of. account of them, as well he 
might; for they never came that way atall ; ſo he (ſpending 
ſome time to _— in St. Albans, whether they had been 
there or no; and getting no account of them) having loſt 
all manner of hopes to meet with them, unleſs at YYeftcheſter, 
he took —_ deſigning for that place,.but had ſcarce got out 
of the Towns-end, till hearing a Poſthorn wind, as he appre- 
hended one riding faſt after him, he ſtaid and found that ict 
was'one that followed him, on purpoſe to give him an ac- 
count, that the Murderers Guide was ſecured at St. Albans , 
who was returning with the Horſes that they had hired at 
Barnet 3 and this was occaſioned through the Profecutors 
ſtrict enquiry and ſearch, which.he made in that Town upon 
this lucky-accident; the Proſecutor turning: back to Se. A4/- 
bong, took their Guide away with him, who-broughe him to 
the. place where they lay on Tueſday night :. 'here you 
may fee how Gods proyidence did-dire& him in the queſt of 
theſe Murderers; for had he not been deceived by their pre- 
tentions of going to St. Albans ( when they had called. atthe- 
little houſe at the Lanes end in Hatfe!d:Road , where the 
people did inform that they- werethe ſame man chat Ong; 
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thete, and went thit way, that had ſtayed 'at the: Sipn of the 
Bell at Bel-bur, two or three hours upon Monday mertting ; 
and:frorm thence fent to. Gibbor, by which he knew theav to 
be the famt-that he followed) he had never gone to St; 1A- 
bars, and{0/ hah taidftd their Guide, afd in all probability 
the Murderers had eſcaped. | £29 ABELLTOS 
.” I ſhall cloſe the whole with a ſhort Charatter of Sy»34/, 
that was-given the Profecator by a near Relation of his, 
(when he: was m Newgate) who was extremely concerned 
tor him, and would have been glad to have' found the Fa& 
ſach as might have given hopes of ſaving his Kinfmans life , 
and to have had him tranſported ; for the doing of which 
he would neither have ſpared pains, nor any thing elſe; ( uf 
the thing had been feazeable.) but when he law. the uglineſs 
of the Murder made appear, he could not forbear admiting 
Gods Juſtice and Providence in following home fo wicked a 
wretch as this his Kinſman was, liftmg up his eyes and hands 
towards Heaven , he broke out mto this grave and ferrous 
Meditation. . Good God (faith he ) :thow art wonderfid” in 
 #hy Providence,” and inthe Diſpenſations of thy: Faſizce, towards 
this wicked young man, for 1 fear he ruind his Maſter; I'm 
fare he broke the heart of his Mother, and ſold the Blood of his 
Father; and in thirteen years ( ftrice bis Fathers death) I am a 
Thoxſand pounds the -worſe for hin, and tbe 5s now cut off in'the 
four and twentieth year of bis age, 1 once more recommend 
it to the ſerious conſideration. of all ſober and unbiafſed per- 
ſons, whether it is more reafonable to believe the dymg words 
of Sir Richard Sandford, a Gentleman of Worth, and unſtain- 
ed Reputation ,: or the. words of his Murtherer (being a 
perfon of this Character ) though upon the Gibbetr. " 
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
